Dear Woodworker and Founder’s Circle Member: 

For those not familiar with our HP-6 Mini Multi-Plane, this unique plane functions as a small 
plane system featuring interchangeable soles and mated, self-indexing irons. The HP-6 Mini 
Multi-Plane was born to address those times when “modern woodworking” techniques make little 
or no sense. For example, firing up a two horsepower, 100+ decibel, ten-pound router to make a 
small chamfer cut makes little sense. Sanding this cut afterwards make no sense at all. 

The first sole and iron combination we introduced converts the HP-6 into a small 55-degree 
pitched block plane (bevel down). The front sole is adjustable so your throat opening is easily 
varied. Add the depth fence (Figure 9), a guide fence (Figure 10) and the circular scoring cutter 
(Figure 8) and the HP-6 becomes a small rabbet plane (Figure 1). Or, when both guide fences 
are attached with mitered rails, the HP-6 functions as the finest chamfer plane (Figure 3) you 
have ever used. In short, this system is a grand solution for elegant cuts and details where more 
traditional techniques (tools with power cords) involve more risk/work than reward. 

We are now pleased to announce two new iron/sole combinations for the HP-6 that will allow 
you to cut an exquisite and perfect corner radius on both soft and hardwoods. Imagine making 
mirror smooth radius cuts on the corners of your stock (or project) with three or four passes of the 
HP-6. This simple and elegant cut is fast, rewarding, needs zero sanding and is best described as 
tranquility in motion. 



The HP-6, as a radius plane, creates superb transitions that need 
no sanding on both soft and hardwoods. 


It’s no irony—round logs yield rectangular stock. Yet ninety-degree edges are rarely friendly to the 
hand or eye—particularly when you consider how beautiful wood grain becomes when it “wraps” 
from one plane to another. Perhaps more troubling, ninety-degree corners in wood, particularly 
with open grained woods, are prone to fatigue, tear-out and have little wear resistance. By using 
the HP-6 as a radius plane (Figure 2), you can create superb transitions that need no sanding! 
Towards this purpose, we have two new radius soles to choose from, one cuts a 0.0625" radius 
(Figure 5) and the other cuts a 0.125" radius (Figure 4). Both leave surfaces that need no sanding 
and are remarkably easy to set up and maintain. Here’s how.... 


Each sole consists of two components, the rear 
and the front. Attach the rear sole but leave the 
four screws slightly loose. Next, insert the iron 
and make sure it protrudes “too deep” and tighten 
with the iron cap—the back of the iron is used to 
position the rear sole in every HP-6 configuration. 
Now, slide the rear sole forward until it seats firmly 
against the tight iron and lightly tighten the four screws 
(none of these screws need to be overly tight as the mating 
surfaces are precision machined).

Next, position the front sole to create the throat opening of your choosing. Begin with a throat 
opening equivalent to two sheets of typing paper, this works well. Lightly tighten the four screws 
that hold the front sole to the plane body. 


Most molding style planes are used with the iron set to the final depth of cut. By 
making multiple passes (the plane will govern itself as to how much material is 
removed if you let the plane do the work) you will reach a point where the entire 
profile has been formed. This technique works well for the HP-6 because after three 
or four passes, the sole of the plane will prevent any further cutting. Setting the iron 
for the proper depth of cut is easily accomplished by adjusting the depth of the iron 
until the corners that define the radius are tangent with the sole—this takes all of 20 
seconds or so. Or, you can “walk” the iron to the final depth by making a cut, adjust 
depth, and repeat until your radius is formed. Don’t forget to note the grain direction 
before you begin. If you have a block plane handy, you can make one or two light 
chamfer cuts and then one pass with the HP-6 to create your perfect radius cuts. 
Because the HP-6 irons are pitched at 55 degrees, you will get excellent results in 
just about all woods. 



It is important to note, the HP-6 body is designed to accept precisely 
fitted irons so lateral adjustments are not required or needed.

When one becomes dull, flip the iron 
around and you are back in business. Here’s 
how to sharpen these irons.... 

Because the back of every HP-6 iron is 
the reference surface for the rear sole, 
sharpening should always occur on the 
profile side of the iron. You can use a small, 
fine grit slip stone to hone the concave radius 
of the iron and this works fine. However, we 
prefer another technique—the results are 
faster and very consistent. 


For the 0.0625" radius cutter, we chucked a 3" 
long, 3 /i6" diameter dowel in our drill press 
and put a small bit of diamond paste on the dowel. (We used #3 but just about 
any grit up to #15 works fine.) Using the slowest speed of the drill press, it 
is very easy to register the concave profile in the iron with the revolving rod 
and honing the edge took seconds. For the 0.125" radius cutter, we used a 
3 /8" diameter rod. You can also use identical diameter brass rod, it will last 
longer. (Don't be alarmed about the discrepancy between the rod diameters 
and the profile radii, it takes a much larger diameter to create an exact 
radius profile when pitched at 55-degrees, but don't use larger diameters 
than our suggestion!) 


If you are going to plane cross-grain, it is preferable to “walk” the cutter to 
the proper depth, and you need to either work from each end towards the 
middle or use a backing board to avoid grain fracture at the ends of your 
stock. You will find that the A-2, hardened tool steel will perform admirably 
and when sharp, makes a cut that cannot be improved upon! 



With the HP-6 Rabbet sole attached, rabbet depth 
controlled by the depth fence, and the guide rail 
adjusted to the rabbet width, the HP-6 rabbet 
plane is ready to plane away! It is a joy to use 
this beautiful tool and the circular scoring cutter 
provides razor clean corners. 


We believe the HP-6 will bring a new found enthusiasm for working in wood. 
There is no woodworking task more rewarding than to shape your stock by hand 
and leave a surface that is not only true to the eye, but smooth to the touch.

The Concept 

Two years ago we began the design process for a small rabbet plane. During 
this period we discovered that it was possible to modify a single plane 
for numerous different profiles and purposes in a manner that does not 
compromise any of the permutations. By utilizing a precision-machined 
plane “frame,” we have created a tool whereby you can quickly change the 
sole and irons. 

How It Works 


the Beginning_ 

The HP-6 Rabbet Sole includes a removable scoring cutter that precedes 
the approach of the iron. This scoring cutter makes it impossible to tear the 
corner of your rabbet cuts! It also makes it possible to cut across the grain 
rabbets cleanly. When the cutter becomes dull, simply loosen the screw and 
rotate a “fresh” cutting edge in place. You can do this approximately twenty 
times before the cutter needs to be replaced! This cutter can also be placed 
on either side of the sole. 

The sole and iron are packaged independently, and all future irons and soles 
will also come in their own box. 

Uses 

The HP-6 with the rabbet sole attached (without the scoring cutter), 
functions as a small block plane with a 55 degree attack angle. When you 
attach the fence posts, fences and the appropriate shop made wood cheeks, 
you have a fantastic chamfer plane. Finally, the front portion of the sole can 
be removed, and the HP-6 will serve as a limited chisel plane. 

Add the scoring cutter, remove one fence, add the depth stop, and change out 
one wooden cheek, and you have one of the finest rabbet planes in American 
history. As you can see from the accompanying photographs, the HP-6 is 
one amazing tool! With the micro adjuster, you can precisely control your 
depth of cut to make incredibly thin shavings. There is fascinating, pleasant 
joy when converting this tool from one variation to another. 

Summary 

Hand work is the best part of being a craftsperson, and the HP-6 will make 
it possible for you to have planes for many different uses without the bulk 
of the expense. Soles and irons can be added on a needed basis making 
the HP-6 truly unique in today’s marketplace. „ 


The HP-6 plane “frame” accepts numerous soles. The precision machining 
of the bottom of the plane frame insures that all future soles will fit 
perfectly. The same blade adjustment mechanism works for all irons. Want 
to change from a rabbet plane to a radius plane? The process takes about 
five minutes! Remove the rabbet iron, then the sole, place the radius iron 
into the body and tighten, slide the back portion of the radius sole up to 
the iron and tighten, attach the front (throat), adjust the iron for depth of 
cut and you are done. 

The weight of this plane is an impressive feature. At just under three pounds, 
the HP-6 has a wonderful feel in the hand. It is a robust plane designed for 
several generations of use. It just feels “right” and it works great! 

We believe this plane will become the most used plane in your shop simply 
because it does so many things without compromise!

This iron/sole combination allows you to cut rabbets, edge plane, and 
chamfer plane! Because rabbet cuts typically have a defined depth and 
width, they are cut in conjunction with a fence and a depth stop. The HP-6 
plane will accept fences on either (or both) sides of the body and the depth 
stop can be attached to either side as well. It is suitable for either right or 
left handed users.

Most, if not all, plane irons suffer from some degree of chatter because a 
portion of the iron must be unsupported to protrude through the sole. The 
articulated iron cap of the CT-12 prevents chatter by adding tension and 
mass to this area, significantly changing how a plane cuts, and the proof is 
in the results and the sound.
